To the Chairman and Members of 


the Barrowford Urban District Council. 


Mr. Chairman, Mrs. Halstead and Gentlemen, 


i°have the honour to present my Annual Report on the Health 
Siceeanitary Conditions of Barrowford, in respect of the year 
ending 31st December, 1966. The general lay-out and contents 
are in accordance with the requirements of the Ministry of 
Heaitn, but my practice of including as much relevant detail as 
possible, has been followed, to record facts for future local 
historians, and provide a handbook of local data for Members. 


The estimated mid-year population was 4,670 a modest increase 
on last year, and still encouragingly above the 1961 census 
figure of 4,644. It is the building development which maintains 
the population, as a study of pages 14 and 15 will demonstrate. 
In no year since 1939 (at the earliest) has the number of births 
exceeded the deaths; the 1961-65 averages are - births 57, 
deaths 78. 


Although it is unwise to pay too much regard to statistics 
in relatively small populations, the birth rates in Barrowford 
over the years are depressingly low. If we make the very 
Sweeping assumption that the parents of today are those children 
born between 1941 and 1945, - average births 55, then we are 
only just keeping level. The recent tendency to earlier age of 
Marriage, is only a borrowing from the future. 


It is worthy of particular note that yet again, there were 
no deaths from pregnancy or childbirth, no still births and no 
Geaths of babies in their first. year of life.

During the year, 26 private houses were kuill, together with 
10 Coumcal Bhervey baatipilis LiLe GOL SLNCS 1960 to 120 private 


houses and li flats. 


What are the most pressing Public Health needs? We can all 
suggest our own order of priorities, and mine would be, the 
conversion of waste water to fresn water closets, introduction 
of smoke control areas, and the upgrading of older property. 
Regarding the first two items, steps have been taken in 1967, ard 
Wiut be Giscussed in the next Report. Briefly, the conversion 
grant has been raised by £3 to £10 — perhaps regular advertising 
would bring this to the notice of people who may have it in the 
back of their minds to convert, but not hitherto fully decided, 
and smeke control is making such good progress in the whole of 
our valley built-up area, that we must go ahead steadily, or be 
prepared for criticism. Regarding the older houses, the provisic 
or all the recognised amenities should be encouraged, to raise 
the general standard of living, and to prolong the life of the 
property. 


The year showed an important advance in the care cf our 
elderly, .in the establishment of a Meals on Wheels Service and a 
femenecn Club. These with the support of the Council, were 
arranged, and administered, by local Voluntary Organisations 
(WeR-V-S. and Old Peoplzss' Welfare Committee). They are 
complementary services, each satisrying particular needs. Meals 
taken to the home ensure that the virtually housebound person 
receives a cheap well-balanced hot meal at regular intervals, so 
helping to avoid dietary deficiency diseases. lLuncheon Clubs 
act similarly, but have the added social advantage of enabling 
elderly people to meet and making them actually dress up and go 
oute 


I must mention our disappointment that no progress has been 
made in the proposed Home for the Aged on the attractive site 
Preogites the park, in the town centre....This was offered to the 
Local Health Authority on very generous terms four years ago, and 
Sete GO be repretted that it should have lain sterile all this 
Gime ond likely to remain so, like an area of war devastation and 
Meetecct for a further four years. 


Pinally, I acknowledge the help received from my colleagues 
ao Barroytord and Nelson Council Offices, and the Committee for 
their continued interest and advice.

Comments of Vital Statistics 


Population: 


The Registrar General's estimate of the population was 4,670, 
an increase of 10 on that of the previous year and the largest 
since 1960. There was, however, again a natural decrease in the 
population, the number of deaths exceeded the number of live births 
by 50, there being exactly twice as many deaths as births. A loss 
of population in this form has with two exceptions, gone on now for 
more than forty years, possibly much longer, but 1966 had the 
largest natural adverse balance, although in 1961 and again in 
1940 it was 2. Usually the difference is far short of that. 


The number of new residents who came to reside in the area 
must have offset the natural decrease referred to in 1966 to the 
extent or providing the small increase in population as estimated 
Dy etre thee istrar General. 


Live Births: 


There were 50 live births registered, a decrease of 8 on the 
1965 total and the second successive year with a decrease. Further- 
more, it was the smallest annual figure since 1961, and excluding 
that year was the smallest since 1950. The average annual number 
of live births over the period 1961 - 65 inclusive was 57. 


Again only one fifth of the live Births actually occurred in 
Barrowford. 


Only 3 of the live Births were illegitimate as against 8 in the 
previous year. The annual average over the period 1954 - 64 
inclusive was 3. The 3 illegitimate births in 1966 were 6% of the 
total live Births, a reduction of 7.8% on the 1955 figure. 


the Crude Live Birth Rate was 10.7 per 1000 population. This 
was 1.7 per 1000 less than in 1965 and was also the smallest since 
1961 (10.6 per 1000). The mean rate for the period 1961 - 65 
inclusive was 12.4 per 1000 population. 


The lilegitimate Live Birth Rates were 0.54. per 1000 population 
and 60.0 per 1000 total live births, reductions cn the previous 
year of 1.07 and 77.9 respectively. 
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live Births (Continued) 


The adjusted Live Birth Rate was 135.4 per 1000 population, 
a reduction of 2.2 per 1000 on the previous year and 1.6 per 
1000 less than the mean rate for the previous five years (1961 - 
65 inclusive). It was also the smallest adjusted Live Birth 
Rate since 1962 (13.2 per 1000). 


On external comparison the Barrowford Crude Live Birth Rate 
and the Adjusted Live Birth Rate are smaller than those of any 
other authority in Health Division No, 6. The Adjusted Live 
Birth Rate was also 4.3 less than the National Rate and 6.8 less 
than the Nelson Adjusted Live Birth Rate. 


Still Births 


No Still Births were registered during the year. Tne National 
Still Birth Rates were 0.28 per 1000 population and 15.4 per 1000 
total (live and still) births, and those for Nelson 0.13 and 7.2 
respectively. 


Deaths 


inere was quite an increase in the number of deaths registerec 
during the year. The total of 100, 57 males and h3 females, was 
em igeréease of 23 on the total in the previous year. The annual 
average over the period 1961 - 65 inclusive was 78. This increase 
was in the number of male deaths which was the highest for many 
years, certainly since the early twenties. 


The Crude Death Rate was 21.4 per 1000 of population, an 
increase of 4.9 on the rate for 1965. It was the highest Crude 
Death Rate since the early twenties, the nearest being in 1961 
with 91 deaths and a rate of 19./ per 1000 population. The 
average rate for the period 1961 -65 was 16.8 per 1000. For 
comparison, the Nelson Crude Death Rate for 1966 was 16.7 per 
1000 population. 


Again there was a slight reduction in the Comparability 
Factor, this time by 0.01 to make the Factor 0.80, so that the 
Adjusted Death Rate was 17.1 per 1000 popvulation. This was 3-7 
per 1000 higher than in 1965, 2.7 per 1000 higher than the annual 
average rate for the previous quingquennial period and the highest 
since 1961. On external comparison it was also 5e4 per 1000 
greater than the National Death Rate and 2.4 per 1000 greater 
than the Adjusted Death Rate for the Borough of Nelson. 


This year I have included an additional table in the report 
which shows the vital statistics for 1966 of the various authoritis: 
in Health Division No. 6, and also the County Borough of Burnley. 
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Deaths (Continued ) 


From this it will be seen that the Crude and Adjusted Death 
Rate for Barrowford are the highest and further more that the Crude 
and adjusted Live Birth Rates for Barrowford are the lowest. 


The principal causes of death were the same as in recent 
years. Heading the list was Heart and Circulatory Diseases with 
46 deaths, 24 (as males and 5 females) of which were attributable 
to Coronary Disease/Angina and gave a death rate of 5.14 per 1000 
population. This was almost the same as in the previous year when 
there were 2/7 deaths from this cause giving a death rate of 5.79 
per 1000 population. 


Deaths from cancer were the second principal cause of death. 
There were 20 deaths from this cause, an increase of 4 on the 
previous year, giving a mortality rate of 4.28 per 1000 population. 
This was an increase of 0.85 per 1000 on the 1965 figure and was 
also 2.045 per 1000 higher than the national cancer death rate. The 
corresponding rate for Nelson was 2.243 per 1000 population. 


There were no deaths of persons under the age of 40 years. 
The age group analysis of deaths again had the largest number in 
the 70-75 years group, although there was an increase percentage 
in the 8--85 proup and the 85-590 group, particularly in the latter. 


Infant Deaths 
For the second successive year no infant death occurred. 


The Infant Mortality Rate for England and Wales as a whole 
was 19.0 per 1000 related births, and the rates for the various 


authorities in Health Division No. 6 and the Burnley County Borough 
are shown in the additional Table included later in this Report. 


Maternal Deaths 
No Maternal Death occurred during the year. 


The National Mortality Rate for England and Wales was 0.26 
per 1000 total (live and still) births.

Your Council, supported by a Voluntary Aid Committee and by an 
arrangement between your Authority and the neighbouring Borough of 
Nelson, also provides a Welfare Scheme for the aged which is supple- 
mentary to that provided by the County Council. 


This scheme provides for one of the Welfare Workers employed by 
the Borough of Nelson to devote her full-time to welfare of the aged 
in Barrowford. Her work, which consists of visiting the aged in their 
Own homes, doing their shopping, collecting pensions and other errands, 
is greatly appreciated, and it is pleasing to report that 5,774 visits 
were made in this connection during the year. 


During the year a Meals on Wheels Service was inaugurated. This 
Supplies meals to aged persons, and from 15 to 20 meals per day are 
distributed on Wednesdays and Thursdays. The meals are provided by a 
local firm and are distributed by the local Branch of the Womens Royal 
Voluntary Services whose members do this work on a duty-roster basis. 


Also there is an Aged Persons' Luncheon Club run by Barrowford 
Aged Persons' Welfare Scheme. This provides 20-30 mid-day meals on 
Wednesdays and Fridays. The members are over 73 years of age and the 
meas are provided in the Canteen of a local textile firm. 


An Aged Persons' Social Club in Barrowford is situated at Park 
Hill and run by the Old Age Pensioners’ Association with some 
assistance from your Council.

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s WATER _ SUPPLY 


The North Calder Water Board, constituted in 1960, supplies water to 
Barrowford Urban District and the surrounding districts. The gathering 
grounds on the hills on either side of the townships feed the Board's 
five storage reservoirs, which have a combined storage capacity of over 
410m. gallons. Two boreholes have a potential of over a million gallons 
per day. The three companion reservoirs have a total capacity of 135m. 
gallons, and the three service reservoirs almost 1lém. gallons. The 
total water storage capacity is thus over 555m. gallons. 


All water is filtered and chlorinated before going into supply at 
the treatment plants at Barley, Coldwell and Laneshaw. The area of 
BSUpply is zoned according to locality and altitude to utilise the 
available head of water from the service reservoirs, namely 718.5 feet 
at Waidshouse and 755 feet at Ridgaling. 


The Board supplies water to an estimated population of around 
68,000 and particulars of the supply during the year ended 31st 
December, 1966 are as follows:-

FOOD ADULTERATION, ETC. 


Under the Food and Drugs Act, 1955, the formal sampling of milk 
and other foods in Barrowford is the responsibility of the Lancashire 
County Council as the Food and Drugs Authority. 


During 1966, an officer of that Authority took formal samples 
which were submitted to the County Analyst's Laboratory, Preston for 
examination. 


Dr. S. C. Gawne, the County Medical Officer of Health informed

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EREVALENCE OF, AND CONTROL OVER, INFECTIOUS DISEASES 
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Prevalence of, and control over, Infectious Diseases 


The total notifications received during the year was 2 as 
follows ~ Scarlet Fever 3, Measles 37, Pneumonia 1 and Opthalmia 
Neonatorum 1. This was exactly double the total notifications in 
1965 and also the highest number since 1960. The increase was due 
to that common infection of childhood, measles, which gave an 
incidence rate of 7.92 per 1000 population. Most of the cases were 
amongst children in the pre-school ages. 


The total incidence rate of notifiable diseases was 8.99 per 
1000 of population compared with 4.50 per 1000 in 1965. 


Incidence rates for the various notifiable diseases are shown in 
a Table following and for comparison these rates are also shown for 
the Borough of Nelson, and England and Wales as a whole. 


No patients suffering from notifiable diseases were admitted to 
hospital during the year. Hospital accommodation for such cases is 
provided by the Burnley and District Hospital Management Committee at 
Marsden Hospital, Burnley. 


In accordance with your agreement with the Borough of Nelson, the 
staff of their Public Health Department do the follow-up of notific- 
ations, supply free disinfectant where required and also carry out 
the terminal disinfection of rooms and bedding etc. The disinfection 
of rooms by formalin spray or vapour, and bedding and clothing by 
steam, is only undertaken when requested. Steam disinfection is 
arranged through the Public Health Department at Burnley who carry 
out the work on a payment basis, as and when required. 


The No. 1 Mass Radiography Unit of the Manchester Regional 
Hospital Board carried out a survey in your district during the year. 
This took place from 18th - 25th July and Dr. J. I. Capper, M.B., 
Ch.B., the Medical Director of the Unit kindly supplied me with a 
report thereon.

The reduction in the number of school 
children attending was due to the fact that the schools were on holidg 
at the time of the survey.
